Ordjrs  and  notices  pertoinir.  •  to  the  instruction  and  control  of 
the  speeches  and  actions  of  the  army  units  and  army  men  returned  from 
the  China  Incident  area  have  been  issued  but  in  a  small  percentage,  it 
is  not  just  a  few  who  do  not  control  their  spoechs  and  actions.  More¬ 
over,  it  is  necessary  to  ba  careful  of  th.  commanders  of  the  forces  who 
lack  a  firm  rrusp  of  control  and  consequently  allow  laxity  of  discipline 
or  to  be  oarcful  of  the  loaders  who  do  not  puy  sufficient  attention  to 
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the  text  of  the  orders  and  noticee  concerning  objects  which  army  men 
brought  bach  from  Chinn.  And  especially,  not  only  docs  the  impropor  t 
talk  of  tho  returned  officers  and  nen  after  their  return  to  the  homes 
become  the  cause  of  rumours  but  also  impairs  tho  trust  of  tho  people 
in  the  eray,  disrupts  cho  unity  of  people  supporting  the  a. ray,  otc. 

The  damage  is  extremely  largo.  As  it  is  believed  that  in  the  future, 
tho  returning  foroeu  will  gradually  increase  owing  to  replacements, 
demobilization,  etc.  I  ropoat  tho  order  again  to  make  tho  control  of 
the  directing  oven  more  strict  and  oonooquently  glorify  the  meritorious 
deeds,  raise  the  Japanese  Army's  military  reputntion  and  insuro  that 
nothing  will  impair  tho  accomplishment  of  the  objoct  of  the  holy  War.

Tr.e  military  forces  and  the  men  returned  from  the  disturbance 
a.rea  are  generally  well-disciplined  and  veil-behaved.  Ir.cy  are  a 
credit  to  the  Army,  and  are  careful  rbout  their  opooches  and  actione 
but  among  a  fraction  of  then,  overccne  by  the  welcono  accorded  them, 
their  feeling  of  superiority  In  having  endured  the  grin  army  life, 
etc.,  there  are  not  just  a  fow  who  ao  not  restrain  their  speeches  and 
action.  There  are  some  who,  upon  their  return  to  their  hones  after 
boing  discharged  wish  to  beast  of  th.«ir  honor  er  merito,  and  fabricate 
stories  about  their  officers  ax. d  other  units,  and  thus  abuse  then:, 
boast  about  the  tragedies  in  the  battlofield,  allow  military  secret 
facts  to  leak  through  in  their  attempts  to  appoar  welL- informed,  ex¬ 
aggerate  the  slackness  of  military  diociplir.e,  and  morals  for  tho  sake 
of  telling  stories,  etc.  Tho  speeches  mentioned  above  sometimes  not 
only  become  the  cause  of  rumours  but  may  also  affect  tho  tiusv  oi  the 
people  in  the  Japanese  iircy,  im  air  the  unity  of  tho  people  a.^  r.o_o, 
etc.  The  hare  is  extremely  great  and  special  cr.re  nccose.ary  in 
the  instructions  nr.d  ir.  ths  control  of  those  matters.

The  Military  Penal  Code  2?  provides  that; 

Actions  which  are  necessary  to  maintain  military  discipline  in  the  unit, 
in  an  emergency  suppressing  &  rising  plotted  by  many  poopl-  ir.  face  of  the 
enemy,  shall  not  be  punished. 

4.  Concorning  articles  carriod  back  by  soldiers. 

Though  tho  number  of  illegal  or  prohibited  articles  oarried  back  by  re¬ 
turning  soldiers  has  decreased  lately,  yet  thoro  are  some  instances  as 
follows ,  whore  more  control  is  needed. 

Some  Chief  Staffs  or  Comnanding  Officers,  b  in'  not  v/oll  informed  about 
the  standard  of  the  admittance  of  the  articles  to  b.  carried  back,  distri¬ 
buted  among  the  men  license  cards  authorized  by  the  stump  of  tho  Unit 
Commander;  and  in  which  army  men  made  entries  freely. 

There  arc  not  a  few  U.C.O.'s  who  carry  back  oamnras  with  them,  and  not  a 
few  military  personnel  ./ho  purchase  and  bring  back  precious  jew  .Is  and  f  urs 
beyond  their  means.  The  Commanders  must  control  th >30  matters. 

5.  Assiduity  of  the  discharged  soldiers  in  their  business  after  re¬ 
turning  homo . 

Some  of  them  do  not  work  hard  in  their  companies  and  factories,  after 
thoy  aro  discharged  and  come  home.  It  is  necessary  to  five  them  good  in¬ 
struction  and  training  before  they  are  discharged  in  order  to  make  them 
change  their  minds  so  that  they  would  be  oxanpl  s  of  :ooi  workers  in  their 
society.
